“Tt is necessary to point ‘out,” THD eie has 
said, “that the whole blame for the fuel famine, 
Which is already looming, must be laid at the door 
of the United States railroad administration. . . 
It will be caused by the failure of the railroad 
administration to furnish the necessary serie cars 
‘@uring this spring and summer.” 

With the admission from Washington pomes an 
explanation from an official of the fuel administra- 
tion that the coal shortage is really due to a short- 
age of labor at the coal mines. We cannot hope 
for any greater production this year, even though 
‘the railroads were able to perform miracles,” the 
statement says. 

‘Before analyzing these statements it is worth 
while to point out that the excuse offered by one 
Official of the fuel administration is not shared by 
others who should be in a better position woe 
the labor situation. 

John PF. White, former president of the national 
‘union of coal miners, is now labor adviser to Fuel 
‘Administrator Garfield. In a public address in 
‘Chicago, delivered within a week, Mr. White de- 
‘Plares that the 700,000 members of his union are 
Sager to work full time, Sundays and holidays, to 
get out the coal. Lack of coal cars is meanwhile 
keeping thousands of miners idle nearly half the 
time in western and southwestern coal fields. In 
Tilinois the 87,000 coal miners could dig 150,000.000 
tons of coal this year, instead of the 60,000,000 tons 
which they produced last year, but they 9 ty get 
the necessary coal cars. j 

Such is the contradictory evidence coming tro 
the inside of the fuel administration. The official 
figures of the geological survey prove that: Mr. 
White's contention is correct. | 

Bach week a statement is issued showing the 
amount of coal mined during preceding weeks. It 
ig compared with what would be produced if the 

miners were actually busy digging coal six days a 
week. Forno single week this year so far reported 
has the coal dug been more than 76.6 per. cent of 
full time production. It has run lower than} 60 per 
cent in some weeks. 

In other columns the weekly a gives 
the causes for this loss of production. In no single 
Week has the loss due to a shortage of coal cars 
Been less than twice as much as that due to any 
other cause. Lack of coal cars has been responsible 
for a drop of from 11 per cent to 30 per ‘cent in the 
total production, varying with the weeks: | There 
has been a recent improvement in the number of 
empty coal cars sent to the mines to be loaded. 

' Next in importance as a cause for the coal short- 
age is a lack of labor. That item varies from 3.5 
per cent to 6.5 per cent of the total. But those 
Ggures are deceptive. When lack of coal cars 
forces miners to remain idle several days a week 
‘they naturally become discontented and seek work 
where they are assured of work six days a week. | 
Such jobs are easy to find. So, as a matter of fact, 
ee her tage can also be fatty laid 
te the railroad administration. 

Earlier this spring the railroad aaministratiom 
Was directly responsible for a further and danger-. 
ous slowing up in coal production. Normally the 
railroads themselves are the largest and earliest 
buyers of coal for storage during the spring and 
Summer. This spring Director General McAdoo 

advised the regional directors of the railroads not 
to buy coal until they got a lower price than that 
fixed by Fuel Administrator Garfield for all con- 
sumers. It took a personal interview with Presi. 
dent Wilson to prevent the railroads from putting 
over that gouge at the expense of the rest of the 
country. Meanwhile the digging of coal fell off 
aiarmingly and, for some weeks, one of the big

| CORPS AGGRANDIZEMENT. 

We are not surprised to learn that the law 
passed last week creating a lieutenant general 
and major generals of marines had not been re- 
ferred to the general staff for its approval. We 
doubt that it had the approval of the navy depart- 
ment. In our opinion it is a mischievous piece of 
legislation and one of an unfortunately familiar 
type. 

What is the marine corps, sroperty considered? 
It is a body of men inherently and permanently 
attached to the navy primarily for the purpose of 
taking part in operations on shore when the navy 
is engaged against ports or land fortifications. They 
do certain guard duty on shipboard and assist in 
firing guns in the secondary battery.. They are 
drilled in infantry tactics and wear a distinctive 
uniform, which is neither that of the navy nor the 
army. They are under the naval administration 
and now number about $3,000 officers and men. 

In our navy the marines have had fighting

Murine is a solution of boric acid. It will 
do what a boric acid solution will do, but no 
more than that. For an ordinary eye wash 
for infected eyes boric acid solution is as 

good as there is. Eyes that are not infected 
should not be washed with anything. If an 
eye is mattering and boric acid solution 
does not cure it at once the pus ‘should be 
examined and the wash should be based on 
the result. For some infections silver salts 
are best’: for others, zinc salts, and for others

ere was nothing unusual about 
he transaction, and it was not for 
some time that, anything suspicious 
arose. Then we began to receive re- 
ports of deaths and claims began to be 
fied against the company.

“These claims tame in so fast that 
we became Suspicious. We at first in- 
yestigated in the usual way, and when 
we found that there was apparent 
fraud we employed the Pinkerton De- 
tective agency. 

“Some of the claims we 3 were 
not valid and we refused payment. 
Some of the persons reported dead we 
found on investigation to have died 
from ailments with which they were 
aMicted when the policies were issued. 
These claims were not allowed.,

“Then some claims were filed and 


the statement was made the insured 
died in Italy.
